Since last Summer, the business of man- 


ufacturing Stereoscopes 
has 
experienced 


an enormous increase. The. principal deal- 
ers estimate that not less than three-fourths 
of a million of objects have been sold with- 
in the last six months. The supply of im- 
ported stereoscipes gave out in the holi- 
days, and it became necessary to make 
hem here. Immediately a shrewd New- 
Yorker invented a machine for cutting out 
he pieces of wood of which the small ones 
are made, a tiling which has never been 
done by machinery in Europe. 


The whole world, except South America, 


has been ransacked for stereoscopic objects, 
and at last attention has been directed to 
the moon. The moon, it is well known, 
always presents the same side to us, but 
there are oscillations which are sufficient 
to produce from month to month •! stereo- 
scopic effect. 


Mr. Lewis M. Hutherford of Second
